ORDERED that Respondents and those Petitioners who have filed briefs in 
opposition to Respondents' Motion for Procedures Related to Review of Certain Detainee 
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Materials shall appear for oral argument on the Motion on August 16, 2006 at 2:30 p.m. in 
Courtroom 14. The parties shall be prepared to address (1) the Court's jurisdictional basis 
to entertain the Respondents' Motion in light of the issues currently pending appeal in the 
United States Court of Appeals for the District of Columbia Circuit; and (2) the merits of the 
Petitioners' Motion should the Court find that it has jurisdiction to act under the 
circumstances presented. Respondents shall have r " minutes in toto to address the Court; 
Petitioners shall have *ft minutes to difide amongst themselves; and it is further

appearance and rely on the written briefhllg already submitted in this matter or (2) designate 
counsel for another Petitioner in one of the above-captioned cases to represent his/her client' s 
interests, shall notify the Court no later than close of business on August 14, 2006, as to how 
he/she wishes to proceed.
